Purpose of the fund is to provide 
for a Town Property Map as required by act of the State Legislature and must be 
completed by 1980. 

These Funds raised under the provisions of the Capital Reserve Act of 1943 
Chapter 160 as Amended. 

A motion to accept as printed passed. 

Art. 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund as established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972, for the use as set-off against budgeted appropriations for 
the following Priority purposes and in amounts indicated or take any action 
hereon. 

Appropriation - Highway Maintenance - Seven Thousand Eight Hundred Twenty 
Three Dollars ($7,823.00).

Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Town Ordinance 
relating to the operation of the Town owned area known to all as Sunset Beach. 

1. This Beach is maintained for Harrisville residents only. 

2. No Life Guard on duty. Anyone using this Beach does so at their own risk. 
Harrisville assumes no responsiblity for any loss. 

3. Nodogs or other animals or vehicles allowed on Beach. 

. Bathing suits must be worn by all. 

. No Boats permitted within the Swimming area. 

. Rubbish Barrels are provided and must be used. 
. No disorderly conduct will be tolerated. 

. No Alcoholic Beverages allowed. 

9. Parking area will be closed from 11:00 p.m. to6:00 a.m. 

These regulations will be enforced by the Police Department and violations 
prosecuted and fined not to exceed $10.00 for each offense. 

Art. A motion to accept this Ordinance to apply to both Harrisville and Chesham 
Beaches Passed.

Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 

Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and Town 
Treasurer to borrow money on credit of the Town in anticipation of taxes. 

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $290.00 
in support of the Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service, said request 
based on a 50 cent per capita as of the 1974 census. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $475.00 
to support the Monadnock Region Association for the year of 1975. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $394.40 
as the Town’s share for the studies and operation of the Southwestern New Hamp- 
shire Regional Planning Commission.

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $638.00 
to support the services of the Monadnock Community Visiting Nurse Association, 
Inc. This request for support is based on a $1.10 per capita formula. 

Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $200.00 
to support the services of the Monadnock Region Humane Society.

To see if the Town agrees to participate in the National Flood Insur- 
ance Program by directing the Board of Selectmen to complete the eligibility 
application and submit the required information to the Federal Insurance 
Administration. 


Article 15. To see ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$662.66 if the State will contribute $4,417.71 of T.R.A. Funds. 

Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $75.00 
to install a street light at the end of the Silver Road adjacent to the Tucker 
property. (By Petition) 

Article 17. To see if the Town of Harrisville will vote to adopt the current Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association’s Life Safety Code 101. This code deals with life 
safety from fire and like emergencies. It covers construction, protection, and 
occupancy features to minimize danger to life from fire, smoke, fumes, or panic 
before the buildings are vacated. It specifies the number, size and arrangement of 
exit facilities sufficient to permit prompt escape of occupants from buildings or 
structures in case of fire or other conditions dangerous to life. However, private 
homes are excluded. 

This code gives the local authority the jurisdiction. 

Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a 
contract to repair the Town owned bridge (constructed in 1936) at the outlet end of 
Lake Nubanusit at a price not to exceed $8,500.00. The sum of $8,500.00 to be raised 
as follows: To withdraw $3,000.00 from Bridge appropriations of 1973 and 1974. To 
raise $1,500.00 by Taxes in 1975. The balance of $4,000.00 to be raised by the is- 
suance of two equal notes of $2,000.00 each. The first note coming due in 1976 and 
the second note coming due in 1977. To further authorize the Selectmen to 
determine the date and place of payments of such notes and to determine the rate 
of interest thereon to the best interest of the Town. 

Article 19. Shall the Town accept the provisions of Sections 1 to 10 inclusive of 
chapter 53-B of the Revised Statutes Annotated providing for the establishment of 
a regional refuse disposal district, together with the towns of Dublin, Marlborough 
and Nelson, and the construction, maintenance and operation of a regional refuse 
disposal facility by said district in accordance with the provisions of a proposed 
agreement filed with the Selectmen. 

Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to properly close the town dump as re- 
quired by state regulations and to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to 
carry out this work. 

Article 21. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to: Negotiate and 
enter into a contract with the City of Keene upon such terms as they may deem 
necessary and advisable for the disposal of waste material at the City of Keene 
sanitary landfill; and to allow the Selectmen to make similar necessary arrange- 
ments to have waste material transported from Harrisville to the Keene disposal 
site; and to use the existing town dump site as the collection area for such waste 
material; and to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to cover the cost of the 
Keene disposal contract from July 1, 1975 through December 31, 1975, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $5,750.00 to cover the cost of transporting the waste 
material to the Keene disposal site for the same period. Thus bringing the total 
cost for this article to $7,250.00 for disposal transport for six months. 

Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to use part of the existing town gravel 
bank on Hancock Road for a refuse processing and disposal site and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,600.00 dollars to grade and prepare said site. 

Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to establish a sanitary landfill-recycling 
operation at the town gravel pit on Hancock Road and to raise and appropriate 
$9,500.00 to design, construct and equip such a facility from July 1, 1975 through 
December 31, 1975. 

Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to establish a composting, shredding and 
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recycling operation at the town gravel pit on Hancock Road and to raise and 
appropriate $6,000.00 to design, construct and equip such a facility and to raise and 
appropriate $2,500.00 to operate this facility from July 1, 1975 through December 
31, 1975. 

Article 25. To hear reports of agents, Committees or officers chosen and pass 
any vote relating thereto.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Now is the time for all servants to report on their special projects, so I join the 
ranks. I like to feel that our people want to have some idea of how things are going 
in the Library and join us, at least, in being interested. 

Many changes are occurring in our little town and it is expected that some rub 
off on the Library. New faces, new interests and new activities have been a part of 
it. We try to stimulate interest by these activities and this year has brought out 
some new results. Although all results are not always up to expectations, we con- 
tinue to try. The Children’s Wild flower Contest was a start to something different 
and we hope to push it another year, hoping that by starting by May 1, more 
interest will be shown. Added specials to the regular exhibits were well received. 
The Currier and Ives exhibit attracted between eighty and one hundred people. To 
me, it was a very special privilege for such a small community to have an exhibit 
of this kind. My sincere thanks again to the Hostesses who helped so much to make 
it possible. The special Tole ware also attracted many, and resulted in offers to put 
on exhibits by individuals another year. Of course, the Anniversary Tea was, as 
usual, a success, both socially and financially. The donations given by the Friends 
of the Library, who yearly want to do their bit, made it possible to obtain necessary 
books and materials, which we would otherwise have to do without. An interesting 
exhibit of antique paperweights added greatly to the interest of ‘‘Antiquers’’. Both 
Adult and children’s Movie programs were shown. 

Books and related materials are a large part of our business and we are holding 
our own in that situation. The increase in the costs make it difficult to make 
choices but shopping around is a help. We are most fortunate to have so much help 
both in gifts of money and of new books. Memorial gifts of books still come in. The 
Histories of Peterborough and of Marlborough in memory of the late Charles 
LaPointe were very much needed and will be useful forever. Magazines donated 
regularly add greatly to the number requested by the State. ‘‘Antique Magazine”’ 
and ‘“‘American Heritage’ are among the prized donations this year, which the 
Budget could not justify, regardless of the fact that many of our patrons enjoy 
them. 39 Adult and 41 Children’s books were purchased but the generosity of many 
helped to increase greatly, our total new books available. The number of gift 
books, which include Memorial gift books, totaled 71. We are fortunate indeed to be 
so well remembered and the feeling of all this thoughtfulness helps our morale 
very much. In addition to this number, 45 special requests came through the State 
Library, 638 through the Bookmobile and 153 through Inter-library loan for our 
mystery lovers, particularly. One must feel that our reading public are exposed to 
many books and related materials. A circulation of 4387 books doesn’t justify this 
exposure but we do look forward to more use at some time. 

Through the kindness of Bill House, we added three-double dividertype book- 
cases which were a necessity. Our non-fiction section is growing steadily as non- 
fiction is becoming more desirable and soon we will need to add more space. Mr. 
House deserves thanks from all of us and he sure has our appreciation. 

The Librarian attended 10 outside Library related meetings throughout the year. 
She also completed a State required course on Administration which covered a 
period of 10 weeks. There are 8 such courses required to make the Library 
qualified. Two more hours were added to the time the Library is open but we are 
still behind State requirements. The rise in population calls for more open time. 
We do keep in mind that we must keep up our efforts to fill all requirements, but 
still feel that we must balance the need against adding, financially, to the Town’s 
problems. A course on using a Library, to the best advantage, is being planned for 
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sixth graders before entering Junior High. From observations in the Library, we 
feel it will be most helpful and hope for full cooperation. 

The help given me through the past year has carried us through. It is impossible 
for one person alone to carry on with all that is needed to be done. My Trustees 
have gone way beyond their duties by being with me all the way. Other kind friends 
of the Library have helped to make possible many projects that otherwise would 
have had to be omitted. I personally appreciate and accept all that has been done. 
There is always room for more so please feel wanted. Join the Ranks! Thank you.

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REPORT FROM HISTORIC HARRISVILLE, INC. 


During its fourth year, Historic Harrisville Inc. has moved closer to completing 
the architectural restoration of the six buildings it owns in town. We have also 
begun a program of general maintenance of the buildings and gradual improve- 
ments in landscaping. 

The Harris Mill Restoration Project has been fully funded by major grants from 
the Merrill Trust, Kresge Foundation and a matching grant in aid from the Na- 
tional Register Program, U.S. Department of the Interior. Phase I, structural and 
exterior restoration, has been completed and Phase II, installation of mechanical 
systems and interior renovation, should be completed this spring. 

We established the following guidelines as we began to search for tenants for the 
Harris Mill: 

1. A manufacturing firm producing a quality product. 

2. An employment base compatible with the scale of the Harris Mill and the 
town. 

3. A pollution free facility. 

4. A management sympathetic with the quality and preservation of the village. 

We have found several excellent possibilities and are hopeful that by this time 
next year, the town’s oldest industrial building will be housing its newest commer- 
cial venture and will again be making a significant contribution to the life of the 
town. 

Historic Harrisville is a public, non-profit foundation and we welcome anyone 
who is interested to sit in on our meetings which are usually held on the last Satur- 
day of April, July, October and January in the old diningroom of the Cheshire Mills 
Boardinghouse.

ROAD AGENT REPORT 


The year started with the usual amount of snow and ice storms. With the rising 
cost of fuel and unexpected repairs, the appropriations for the highway depart- 
ment was pretty much depleted by fall. 

Major repairs included a rebuilt rear end and motor for the Mack and a new 
motor for the payloader. No TRA work was done last year and the money was held 
over for the coming year. 

The crew did the usual amount of grading and hauling of gravel. A total amount 
of 4,626 yards of gravel and 828 yards of sand were used, plus 168 yards of fill were 
used at the dump. 

We also helped John Oja finish the wall at Willard Hill Cemetery which is 
completed except for the back wall. 

New culverts were placed on the East Side Silver Lake Rd. With the cost of 
asphalt increasing from 25 to 46 cents a gallon we did very little tarring. 

As of May 1st 1974, all Municipal employees had to be paid time and a half over 
40 hours. Because of this, the highway department now works 40 hours a week. 

The highway equipment includes a 1961 Mack truck, a 1966 payloader, a 1970 
Grader and a 1972 Mack truck.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During the ten month period - March through December 1974 - your police 
department answered a total of 303 individual citizen complaints and calls. This 
represents a substantial increase over the number reported processed during the 
full year of 1973. The detailed listing: 


Assaults (4) Forgery (5)

255 of these complaints have been cleared, and of the remaining 48, at the time of 
writing, 20 were still under active investigation and 28 were awaiting legal action. 

In addition to the above statistics, 1182 individual property checks have been 
made, and police coverage provided for twelve (12) special events. A total of over 
870 man hours and 6218 miles traveled were officially logged in providing these 
services. It should be noted, however, that many more additional hours and miles 
were contributed by every man on the force without reimbursement. 

In an effort to provide the best possible coverage for the town, three regular 
officers and one special were appointed to work with me. This increased man- 
power coverage was provided at no extra cost to the taxpayers. Toward up-dating 
departmental equipment, two (2) Dan Wesson 38 Cal. revolvers, one (1) Blue Tripp 
light and various uniform accessories were purchased. Through donations, and at 
their own expense, each officer now has a uniform. 

I am sure that every citizen in Harrisville is aware of the rapidly increasing 
demands being made on police officers - both locally and nationally in protecting 
life and property. With the rising rate in crime and accidents goes an added 
responsibility for every police department to become more active in crime pre- 
vention, while still continuing to carry on the investigation aspects. 

At this time, I would like to thank the townspeople, the State Police, adjoining 
town police departments, the Mutual Aide Center personnel and my fellow officers 
for their cooperation and support.

AMBULANCE SERVICE REPORT 


During the period Jan. 1, 1974 through Dec. 31, 1974, your new ambulance 
accumulated three thousand six hundred miles in making one hundred and ten 
trips. Of these, fifty were emergencies, forty-three were non-emergencies, three 
car accidents, fourteen standby, of which seven were for fires. 

These trips were made to the V. A. hospitals at White River Jct., Vt., Boston, 
Mass., and Manchester, N.H.; and to hospitals at Hanover, N.H., 
Brattleboro, Vt., Exeter, N. H., Concord, N. H., Concord, Mass., Peterborough, N. 
H., and Cheshire Hospital in Keene. 

The ambulance, its equipment, and the personnel operating it are still ahead of 
the Federal and State requirements. An advanced first aid course has just been 
completed and will add new members to the squad, but we are still in need of per- 
sonnel to help man the ambulance during the daytime hours. 

The Cheshire County Ambulance District has been formed, and Marl-Harris is a 
part of the district. This is a State requirement if we are to received Federal funds 
for training aids and the retraining of the E. M. T. personnel. All E. M. T. members 
of the squad have completed the requirement of serving ten hours in the emer- 
gency room at Cheshire hospital, and it was well worth the effort. The squad has 
gained five new members from the last E. M. T. course completed in Sept. 

We are happy to report that through the efforts of many organizations, the 
combined efforts of the people of Harrisville and Marlborough, we have the neces- 
sary funds to continue operating this service for another year. 

We are again very proud to say that we have not asked for or used any tax 
money.

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REPORT OF THE HARRISVILLE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION — 1974 


The Conservation Commission was gratified that the Town voted to accept the 
Harrisville Land Corporation’s gift of a parcel of land at Child’s Bog providing that 
a matching grant could be obtained from the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation in the 
United States Department of the Interior. The application for this Grant has been 
approved, and forwarded to Washington, D.C., by the New Hampshire Depart- 
ment of Resources and Economic Development. 

In April the Commission set up an exhibit at the regional workshop on Guiding 
Growth which was sponsored by the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire 
Forests at Conval High School in Peterborough. The Commission’s display was in 
the form of a visual outline on the preparation of a Resource Inventory. 

During the summer and fall the Commission made several inspections and 
cleanups of the Seaver Pond picnic site. Some additional clearing of deadwood has 
been done. The Commission hopes that along the edge of the pond on the Town’s 
land will be cleared by the time warm weather comes. Volunteers are needed! 

To promote enthusiasm for wild flowers, the Harrisville Library sponsored a 
competition for pressed wild flowers. Mrs. Bergeron’s thought was to provide a 
follow-up on the exhibit by Carol Brooks which had shown how to press and pre- 
serve wild flowers. 

In October we attended and supported the Recycling Fair in Keene. In 
November, two of our members attended the annual meeting of the New Hamp- 
shire Association of Conservation Commissions. 

Two important changes have occurred in Commission personnel. Eleanor Smith 
gave splendid service as Secretary from March through September when she 
resigned. In October Mary Meath resigned as Chairman. Henry Shaw succeeded 
her as Chairman. Mrs. Meath became Secretary. A word should be recorded in 
this report in appreciation of the inspiring leadership and dedication which Mrs. 
Meath has brought to the office of Chairman.

Article 7: That the District raise and appropriate the sum of $149,441.00 for the 
support of schools, for the salaries of school district officers, and agents, and for 
the payment of statutory obligations of the district. Voted unanimously.

Article 9: That any other business be transacted that may legally come before 
this meeting. Voted unanimously.

SCHOOL CENSUS REPORT 
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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
January 1975 


The Wells Memorial School opened in September with an enrollment of 51 stu- 
dents and the regular teaching staff from last year with Mrs. Janet Morse — 
Library Volunteer and Mr. Perry — Instrumental Music. The assignment of stu- 
dent teachers from Keene State College has been beneficial and permits the staff 
to provide a great deal of individual instruction. 

A close working relationship with personnel from Supervisory Union 29 has 
helped considerably with strengthening our school programs by providing many of 
the same programs offered in Keene. 

The pre-first program started again this year on January 27th. The introduction 
of this program last year was very helpful in preparing students for first grade. 

The hot lunch program, under the direction of Mrs. Chamberlain is excellent and 
participation by the students has increased to where we now Serve approximately 
86 percent. 

The concerns and interest for children by all members of the Wells Memorial 
Staff, parents, and community contribute greatly to making Wells Memorial 
School a school we can all be proud of. 


ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


The 1974-1975 school year has been a year of transition. We are settled in our new 
quarters and have moved the affairs of the Union in spite of unforeseen obstacles. 

The New England School Development Council has been engaged to study the 
business and computer aspect of our school operation and has submitted its report. 
The results of this study are currently being implemented as we progress to 
improve our management operations in major school areas. 

In December the contract for the Cheshire Vocational Center was ratified by all 
parties concerned. Our high school students and the adults of the community will 
benefit from the greatly expanded offerings. 

The Staff Development Committee developed and received approval of the 
newly mandated recertification program giving the local school districts the 
authority for total recertification. Our Staff Development Program will be 
integrated with district and school goals as a result of the committee’s finalized 
plan. Staff Development is an attempt to provide in-service workshops dealing 
with subjects such as reading, media, outdoor education. The in-service programs 
are derived from a needs assessment conducted by the Staff Development Com- 
mittee. All the resources of Supervisory Union 29 serve as the cadre in providing 
instructors for the course offerings; Keene State College, teachers, 
administrators, business personnel, etc. All are encouraged to participate in the 
Staff Development Program of the union. 

The addition of music and art instruction in our school is indeed a worthwhile 
experience. We are making every reasonable effort to comply with State 
Minimum Standards for Elementary Schools. We have not recommended ex- 
panded services due to the economic pressures. We have taken a positive step in 
meeting the needs of all youngsters in Harrisville. 

The continuation of the preschool program and the coordination with the 
Tricycle Years Program which is being introduced in Keene enables our children 
to acquire needed skills as well as the development of social activities as they 
move through our educational enterprise. 

Mr. Swift has been involved on a continuous basis in our leadership workshop 
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sessions designed to provide direction for the Harrisville school and for other 
schools as a part of Supervisory Union 29. Mr. Swift’s input into the leadership 
workshop process representing Harrisville has, indeed, been stimulating and pro- 
ductive. The continuing professionalism on the part of Mr. Swift to update his skills 
via college course work result in direct benefits to the school, to the youngsters, 
and to the community. 

The increased use of the Monadnock Children’s Special Services Center is 
another excellent part of the total school program. The Center has added two 
school psychologists and a social worker. These specialists add to their current 
specialized staff and provide additional services to the children of Harrisville, 
helping them to succeed in their school and life endeavors. 

As we put materials together for this annual report, we are without the services 
of our Business Manager. I want to take this opportunity to commend our school 
board, administrators, and supportive staff at 34 West Street. All have displayed 
an exemplary ‘‘team”’ spirit.
